The  role  of  the  Commission/Authority  is  to  enhance  the 
image  of  Saugus  and  encourage  the  development  of  new 
business  and  industry  within  the  community,  thereby 
stimulating  the  tax  base.   The  Commission/ Authority 
has  also  been  involved  in  the  changing  occurring  at 
RESCO.

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THE  SAUGUS  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
OPEN  SPACE  &  LAND  ACQUISITION  COMMITTEE 


The  Saugus  Conservation  Commission  held  22  regularly  scheduled  open 
meetings  during  1991.  In  addition,  several  meetings  were  held  by  the 
Open  Space  and  Land  Acquisition  Committee.  There  were  34  public 
hearings,  6  of  those  were  continued  for  additional  information,  and  13 
Determinations  of  Applicability  were  made.  During  the  year  28  Orders  of 
Conditions  were  written,  3  of  which  were  appealed  to  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  (DEP).  5  Existing  Orders  of  Conditions  were 
modified,  12  Orders  were  extended,  and  18  Certificates  of  Compliance 
issued.  1  Project  as  presented  was  denied. 

Site  visits  were  conducted  collectively  at  17  different  locations  with 
individual  members  conducting  visits  on  their  own  at  various  other 
times.  Projects  ranged  in  size  from  site  work  for  the  proposed  Sam's 
Club  on  Route  1,  to  individual  house  construction. 

Violations  of  the  Wetland  Protection  Act  are  a  continuing  problem.  The 
Conservation  Officer  pursues  each  violation  first  with  a  warning,  then 
an  Enforcement  Order,  and  in  some  instances,  fines  are  levied  through 
issuance  of  a  ticket.  If  the  violation  is  not  corrected,  court  action  is 
sought.  This  course  of  action  produces  a  very  high  rate  of  compliance. 
2  Warning  letters,  18  verbal  warnings,  24  Enforcement  Orders,  and  22 
tickets  were  issued.  There  were  17  Court  appearance  by  the  Conser- 
vation Officer. 

The  Open  Space  and  Land  Acquisition  Committee  work  under  the 
Commission.  Margaret  Crooker  is  Chair,  and  her  Committee  report  is 
attached. 

Election  of  Officers  was  held  on  the  first  meeting  of  July.  Anne  Cyros 
was  re-elected  Chairman  and  Frank  McKinnon  Vice  Chairman.  Margaret 
Crooker  remains  as  Chairman  of  the  Open  Space  and  Land  Acquisition 
Committee.  Other  members  are  Danielle  Frizzi,  Wayne  Gautreau,  Henry 
Migdula,  and  Charles  Lynch.  Conservation  Officer  John  Coffey  was 
reappointed  in  July  for  another  one  year  term.  Our  Secretary,  Marie 
Wilkie,  continues  a  heavy  clerical  load,  and  works  many  hours  at  home. 
The  20  hours  per  week  that  she  is  paid  are  simply  not  long  enough  to 
complete  the  voluminous  paper  work  required. 

Conducting  business  under  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  131, 
Section  40,  and  Article  2A  of  the  Town  By-Laws,  the  Saugus  Conserva- 
tion Commission  continues  a  very  heavy  workload.

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OPEN  SPACE  &  LAND  ACQUISITION 

The  Committee  met  9^ times  during  1991.  The  members  are:  Margaret  C.  Crooker,  Chairman, 
Anne  M.  Cyros,  Francis  G.  McKinnon,  Wayne  S.  Gautreau,  Frederick  W.  Brooks,  Katie 
Galenius,  Timothy  Hawkes,  Peter  Duffy,  Ed  Patterson,  Ada  Anderson  and  Heather  Anderson. 

A  major  focus  at  all  of  these  meetings  has  been  the  acquisition  of  properties  along  the 
Saugus  River,  particularly  properties  that  abut  other  Town  owned  land,  and  which 
conceivably  could  enhance  our  existing  natural  and  historical  resources.  Most  discussions 
have  centered  around  three  areas: 

1.  Shorelines  of  the  Saugus  River  (from  Wakefield  line  to  mouth  of  river) 

2.  Prankers  Pond 

3.  Lynnhurst  Woods  area 

A  complete  inventory  of  properties  in  these  areas  was  completed.  We  identified  owner- 
ship, acreage,  and  assessed  value  of  each  lot.  Maps  have  been  prepared  to  include  this 
data  and  colored  to  show  property  already  owned  by  the  Town.  These  maps  have  proven  to 
be  very  useful  to  the  Committee  for  planning,  etc. 

Now  we  are  negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  approximately  20  acres  on  the  banks  of  the 
river  and  for  approximately  6  acres  contiguous  to  Prankers  Pond.  In  this  respect,  the 
Committee  is  appreciative  of  the  technical  assistance  received  from  Ed  Becker  of  the 
Essex  County  Greenbelt  Association  and  Jean  Kimball  of  the  State  Department  of  Wildlife 
and  Fisheries.  The  Essex  County  Greenbelt  Association  also  funded  appraisal  of  the 
property  in  question. 

Also  noteworthy  in  1991:  [1]  the  purchase  of  the  Solomont  property  in  Golden  Hills  was 
finally  completed  and  the  land  registered  [2]  the  Commission  received  a  donation  of 
land  near  the  river  in  the  Prankers  Pond  area  from  Mr.  Ugo  DiBiase  [3]  the  Commission 
sponsored  a  walk  to  Pirates  Glen,  Vinegar  Hill  and  the  Saugus  River  in  May  -  this  was 
well  attended  -  it  was  led  by  Richard  Cucchiara  and  members  of  the  Saugus  Conservation 
Commission. 

Goals  for  1992  and  beyond: 

1.  To  acquire  the  properties  for  which  we  are  negotiating. 

2.  To  identify  other  acquisitions  that  would  help  to  complete  our  Open  Space  plan. 

3.  To  work  with  Saugus  River  Watershed  Council  and  others  to  develop  recommendations 
for  the  management  of  Conservation  lands  along  the  Saugus  River. 

4.  To  work  with  the  Golden  Hills  Association  and  other  groups  regarding  the  management 
of  Conservation  land  in  that  area. 

5.  To  investigate  the  establishment  of  a  land  trust. 

6.  To  investigate  various  sources  of  financial  and  other  assistance  such  as  organizations, 
business,  community  groups,  ets. 

7.  To  review  the  Open  Space  plan  for  the  Town  and  recommend  revisions  and  updating  if 
necessary.

INTRODUCTION 

As  I  look  back  at  the  year  of  1991,  it  seems  the  theme  has  been  CATCH-UP!: 
catching  up  with  health  insurance  changes,  or  health  insurance  costs, 
medi-gap  policies,  the  homestead  act,  durable  power  of  attorney,  living 
will,  revocable  and  irrevocable  trusts  and  the  cost  of  living.  Updating  the 
seniors  on  all  of  the  above  and  helping  them  to  understand  the  changes  is  an 
ongoing  process.  Meeting  the  needs  of  seniors  in  these  difficult  times  has 
increased  the  work  load  for  staff  and  volunteers  for  increased  home  visits, 
office  visits,  and  telephone  calls. 

"Nothing  is  more  destructive  to  the  human  psyche  than  a  sense  of 
dependence" .. .and  nothing  is  more  reassuring  than  to  feel  independent. 
Economic  insecurity,  failing  health  and  the  loss  of  spouse  and  friends 
affect  all  of  us.  Seniors  are  in  search  of  a  way  to  salvage  or  save  what 
they  have  worked  so  hard  all  their  lives  to  accomplish:  savings  accounts, 
home,  comfort,  dignity  and  independence.  Some  find  their  way  of  life 
threatened,  but  in  spite  of  all  the  frustrations  and  changes,  the  seniors  of 
this  generation  do  cope  and  continue  to  live  full  lives.  The  challenge  for 
those  of  us  who  work  at  the  senior  center  is  to  let  the  community  and  the 
seniors  themselves  know  about  the  important  changes  that  affect  them  and 
about  the  services  that  are  available  at  the  center.  Aging  should  be  a 
wonderful  time  of  life,  sharing  talents,  knowledge,  memories  and  laughter. 
The  value  of  the  wisdom  and  experience  gained  over  a  long  life-time  is 
diminished  if  it  is  not  shared  with  others.  We  feel  the  senior  center  is 
that  place  where  people  can  come  together  to  enrich  each  other's  lives. 


STAFF 

Our  formula  grant  was  awarded  to  us  in  the  amount  of  $9,072  for  1992  from 
the  Department  of  Elder  Affairs.  This  grant  money  pays  for  the  drivers' 
salaries  for  36  weeks  of  the  year.  The  balance  of  their  wages  are  paid 
through  the  town  budget . 
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Title  III  monies  were  not  distributed  to  the  Center  this  year  from  GLSS. 
Since  these  funds  formerly  supported  a  part  time  outreach  worker,  we  had  to 
look  for  other  funding.  The  SSC  Board  requested  that  monies  previously 
budgeted  as  a  donation  to  GLSS  from  the  Town  of  Saugus  be  moved  to  a  new 
line  item  called  "outreach  salary".  This  request  was  granted  and  we  were 
able  to  fund  the  position  for  another  six  months.  The  Town  has  also  agreed 
to  pick  up  the  drivers  and  outreach  worker  as  part  time  employees  so  they 
can  have  their  taxes  withheld  as  payroll  deductions  rather  than  having  to 
come  up  with  the  tax  money  at  the  end  of  the  year.  They  are  vary  happy. 

We  are  short  one  senior  aide  with  Ruth's  retirement  from  the  Senior 
Employment  Program  this  year.  It  is  difficult  to  operate  the  office  in  the 
afternoons  with  only  one  staff  person.  Ann  and  Julie  work  in  the  morning, 
but  Edith  Is  on  alone  in  the  afternoon.  They  earn  $4.25  per  hour,  and  their 
combined  wages  of  $13,260  are  paid  through  a  federal  program. 


HIGHLIGHTS  OF  1991 

We  established  a  monthly  Alzheimer  group  in  conjunction  with  the  Hammersmith 
Nursing  Home.  Six  people  attended  the  first  session  to  familiarize 
themselves  with  the  disease  and  to  share  their  experience. 

The  format  of  our  newsletter  has  been  revised.  Graphics,  color  and 
additional  pages  have  been  added.  We  are  now  able  to  have  the  menu  and  the 
living  memorial  printed  each  month.   It  looks  great! 

Our  computer  was  purchased  and  we  have  three  wonderful  volunteers  setting  up 
programs  and  entering  data  on  a  regular  basis.  I  have  taken  the  volunteers 
to  see  the  operation  of  other  senior  center  computer  systems.  It  will  take 
awhile  to  design  appropriate  statistical  systems  and  enter  all  our 
information,  but  we  are  getting  there. 

A  food  pantry  has  been  established  at  the  Center.  Staff  from  the  Saugus 
Bank  and  Trust  donate  food  every  week  and  also  donated  $1,000  to  be  used  to 
purchase  gift  certificates  from  Stop  &  Shop.  We  distribute  these  to  Saugus 
seniors  who  are  having  a  difficult  time  making  ends  meet.  All  contributions 
are  kept  confidential. 

We  currently  have  a  group  of  25  seniors  who  have  become  pen  pals  to  fourth 
grade  students  from  the  Veterans  Memorial  School.  This  letter  writing 
program  was  initiated  to  assist  students  with  their  writing  and 
communications  skills. 
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Our  Anniversary  Ball  was  a  huge  success  and  we  look  forward  to  next  year. 

A  new  social  service  advocacy  group  has  been  formed  made  up  of 
representatives  from  the  Retired  Men's  Club  and  the  Senior  Citizen's 
Association.  Funds  raised  by  these  two  groups  are  used  to  provide 
confidential  assistance  with  financial  situations  that  arise  when  a  senior 
has  no  income  to  pay  a  telephone  bill,  purchase  fuel,  or  buy  medicines  and 
other  essentials.  The  group  will  not  know  the  recipient's  name,  just  the 
circumstances.  To  date  the  group  has  responded  to  three  requests  for 
assistance.  The  group  is  also  ready  to  help  when  seniors  need  volunteer 
assistance  with  transportation  and  errands. 

The  purpose  of  another  new  group  is  to  train  volunteers  to  assist  in  hosting 
the  Golden  Forum  cable  program  and  to  develop  new  programs,  such  as 
Alternative  Living  Styles,  which  will  be  a  five  week  series.  We  will  begin 
work  in  March  to  recruit  and  train  volunteers. 


VOLUNTEERS 

Our  Senior  Center  could  not  function  without  our  volunteers.  They  are  the 
true  back  bone  of  this  community  center.  The  list  of  the  services  they 
provide  is  almost  endless.  Both  men  and  women  volunteer  on  a  daily  basis 
and  if  I  were  to  try  to  estimate  the  value  of  this  donated  time  it  would 
probably  double  our  budget.

Considerable  progress  has  taken  place  this  year.  Three 
replacement  firefighter  positions  were  filled  which 
brings  our  manpower  up  to  38  men  on  firefighting  duties. 
There  are  four  shifts  to  coVter  the  sevten  day  week  period. 
Now  we  have  two  shifts  with  9  firefighters  and  two  with 
ten  firefighters. 

Both  of  our  fire  stations  are  in  need  of  many  minor  and 
a  few  major  improvements.  The  roofs  of  both  stations 
should  be  checked  and  repaired  as  needed.  Water  damage 
has  caused  considerable  damage  to  the  second  floor  of 
our  Central  Station.  The  rear  cement  floor  area  of  Central 
should  be  replaced  as  previously  noted  as  it  could  be 
subject  to  collapse.  Temporary  supports  were  installed 
several  years  ago  and  no  corrective  action  has  taken  place 
to  date. 

The  center  support  between  our  two  middle  doors  at  Central 
should  be  removed  and  a  single  door  replacing  the  two  small 
doors  installed.  This  would  allow  greater  access  for  our 
new  apparatus  which  is  considerably  wider  than  the  older 
apparatus  in  service  at  the  time  the  building  was  constructed

The  following  is  a  list  of  duties  performed  Py  the  Fire 
Prevention  Bureau  as  required  by  state  laws  and  regulations; 

1.  Speaking  engagements  and  fire  safety  films  were  shown  at 
schools  as  well  as  the  work  place,  homes  for  the  elderly 
and  nursing  homes.  We  also  utilize  tne  cable  channel  for 
any  films  or  messages  we  feel  will  be  useful  1  to  the 
viewing  public. 

2.  Work  in  conduction  witn  tne  Building  Inspector  on  new 
building  construction.  (.Residential  and  commercial) 

a.  Mil  plans  must  be  reviewed  and  stamped  snowing  proper 
smoke  detector  locations. 

b.  Commercial  construction  requires  proper  placement  of 
Smoke  Detectors,  Emergency  Lighting,  Exit  Signs  and 
Sprinkler  Systems  if  necessary. 

c.  A  follow  up  site  visitation  for  inspection  is  required 
before  occupancy  permit  is  issued. 

3.  To  insure  that  homes  are  protected  with  smoke  detectors. 

a.  All  homes  sold  or  remortgaged  must  be  inspected  tor 
proper  installation  and  testing  of  smoke  detectors. 

b.  Numbering  of  houses  inspected  as  per  Town  Ordinance. 

4.  A  permit  to  install  or  alter  fuel  oil  burning  equipment 
must  be  obtained  from  Fire  Prevention  an  upon  completion 
an  inspection   must  be  complete  for  compliance  with  State 
Law  CMR  4.

13.  Attended  monthly  Fire  Prevention  meetings  throughout 
the  state. 

In  summary,  our  I- ire  Prevention  Activities  have  proven  very 
successful  and  we  will  continue  to  strive  for  a  Fire  Safe 
community  by  educating  our  citizens  in  "safer  ways  of 

living."

December  31,  1991  to  consolidate  and  coordinate  the 
following  departments: 

Building 

Health 

Electric 

Plumbing 

Gas 

Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures 

This  consolidation  has  proved  effective  in  serving  the 
public  through  dealing  with  one  office.   Credit  must  be 
given  to  the  Inspectional  Services  staff  for  their 
cooperation  in  making  this  effort  a  success. 

The  principle  factor  for  the  ongoing  success  of  this 
management  decision  is  the  communication  between  offices 
within  the  department  and  the  resulting  communication  with 
the  public. 

As  stated  before  communication  with  the  public  is  important 
for  this  department.   We  are  reaching  out  to  the  community 
through  various  educational  processes. 

We  have  had  seminars  and  clinics  for  Health  and  Building 
related  subjects  that  were  well  attended  by  the  public  and 
business  individuals.  These  seminars  were  in  Food 
Sanitation,  Lead  Poisoning,  Aids,  and  The  Federally  Mandated 
Americans  with  Disabilities  Act. 
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A  large  amount  of  time  and  effort  was  required  for  the 
implementation  of  a  Recycling  Program  in  Saugus.   A 
volunteer  committee  of  23  individuals  showing  a  good 
representation  of  the  town  was  formed  to  study  the  proper 
methods  for  Saugus  to  recycle. 

This  year  is  the  beginning  of  Management,  Communication,  and 
Education  for  individuals  dealing  with  the  Inspectional 
Services  Department. 

Again  thanking  all  Inspectional  Services  Personnel  for  their 
support  in  this  transitional  year,  I  specifically 
acknowledge  Ms.  Rosemarie  Sola,  Ms.  Patricia  Flickinger  and 
the  Board  of  Health  for  the  extra  effort  required  for  the 
success  of  this  office.

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BUILDING     DEPARTMENT 


Permits  issued  for  major  non-residential  construction  were  a  Golf  Pro  Shop  at  60 
Water  Street,  a  Cellular  Tower  was  built  on  57-71  Cheever  Street,  Santoro's  Sub 
Villa  was  built  on  259  Essex  Street ,  and  Seal  Coat  constructed  a  new  retail  building 
due  to  a  fire. 

Also,  Lobsterman's  Landing  located  at  98  Ballard  Street  was  started,  Walgreen's  is 
currently  under  construction  at  1228  Broadway,  Reliable  Rubbish  at  63  Salem 
Turnpike  built  a  weighing  station,  an  Automatic  Teller  Machine  was  constructed  at 
901  Broadway  and  TJ.  Maxx  at  607-653  Broadway  constructed  a  satellite  system. 

New  residential  construction  has  decreased  by  five  (5)  last  year.  There  were  twenty- 
eight  (28)  single  family  homes  and  one  two-family  home  built  and  no  condo's  or 
townhouses  were  constructed  during  the  year. 

Major  business  renovations  were  a  new  canopy  installed  at  the  Exxon  Station 
located  at  172  Lynn  Fells  Parkway,  K-Mart  renovated  their  existing  store. 
Godfried's  remodeled  part  of  their  store  to  include  the  new  Boston  Chicken 
restaurant,  and  Knapp  Shoe  at  180  Main  Street  will  now  be  5  Star  Cleaners. 

Also,  M.P.  Electronics  installed  handicapped  bathrooms,  Hammersmith  Restaurant 
remodeled  due  to  a  fire,  office  building  at  11-13  Essex  Street  remodeled  their 
offices,  Osco  Drug  and  Saugus  North  Professional  Building  constructed  new  office 
area,  Snyder  Machine  rebuilt  due  to  fire  damages  and  the  Middle  School  installed 
replacement  windows. 

There  were  a  few  non-residential  additions  in  town.  Atlantic  Lobster  on  Salem 
Turnpike  built  a  dormer,  Pet  Supply  Depot  located  at  682  Broadway  built  an 
addition,  Sake  at  670  Broadway  extended  the  height  of  their  building. 

The  number  of  residential  alterations/additions  has  been  decreasing  over  the  past 
four  years. 
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Demolitions  of  residential  and  non-residential  building  have  decreased  since  last 
year.  The  existing  Santoro's  Sub  Shop,  the  clubhouse  at  Cedar  Glen  Golf  Course  on 
Water  Street,  vacant  trailers  located  on  1434  Broadway,  a  house  on  543R  Broadway 
and  192  Broadway,  various  sheds,  garages  in  town  were  all  demolished. 

There  were  115  occupancy  permits  issued  for  residential  homes,  additions,  and 
commercial  buildings. 

The  building  department  referred  approximately  147  building  applications  to  the 
Board  of  Appeals  for  their  approval  or  denial  since  they  did  not  meet  the  zoning 
requirements  of  the  town. 

There  were  fifty-two  (52)  Certificate  of  Inspections  issued  to  various  restaurants, 
group  homes  and  pre-schools. 

Please  find  attached  a  breakdown  of  permits  issued  by  this  department  during  the 
year.

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BOARD     OF     HEALTH 


The  Saugus  Board  of  Health  continues  in  its  function  as  a  five  membered  Board 
consisting  of  Mr.  Jon  Bernard,  Chairperson,  Ms.  Diane  Serino,  Vice-Chairperson, 
Ms.  Maureen  Dever,  Secretary/Hearing  Officer,  Dr.  Edwin  Faulkner  and  Mr.  Jay 
Ash,  Health  Officers. 

During  a  structural  reorganization  of  the  town  services,  the  Health  Inspector/ Agent 
for  the  Saugus  Board  of  Health  position  was  reduced  to  a  twenty  hour  requirement. 
Work  schedule,  therefore,  had  to  be  modified  to  cover;  complaint  responses,  office 
availability,  site  inspections  for  land  use,  retail  food  sales,  hazardous  materials, 
suntanning  facilities,  motel/cabin/mobile  park  inspections.  This  necessitates  a  daily 
prioritizing  of  activities. 

Responsibilities  for  other  generally  accepted  duties  within  this  framework  are  being 
otherwise  disseminated  through  the  Inspectional  Services  Director's  Office,  Director 
Mr.  R.  R.  MacDonald,  during  this  period. 

This  year  has  seen  an  unprecedented  increase  in  activity  of  this  service  office.  Mr. 
George  Smith  chose  to  retire  this  year  due  mainly  to  personal  health  considerations. 
Mr.  Smith  has  been  a  reservoir  of  strength  and  information,  and  has  been  sorely 
missed. 

Dr.  Edwin  Faulkner  has  had  a  coronary  by-pass  surgery  this  year.  Thank  the  Lord, 
the  prognosis  was  good  and  Dr.  Faulkner  has  returned  to  most  of  his  duties  and  is  in 
fine-fettle.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSE: 

The  following  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health  Nurse,  during  1991: 

IMMUNIZATION  CLINICS: 

An  immunization  program  for  school  children  from  Kindergarten  to  Grade  12  was 
carried  on  throughout  the  year  for  those  needing  boosters  or  those  who  had  to  start 
their  immunization  series  in  order  to  bring  them  up-to-date  in  accordance  with  the 
Laws  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health.  We  have  nearly  100% 
immunization  in  Town  which  would  not  be  possible  without  the  cooperation  of 
parents,  doctors,  school  nurses  and  the  Health  Department. 

BLOOD  PRESSURE  SCREENINGS: 

Continued  interest  and  concern  was  shown  by  the  Senior  Citizens  of  the  Town  in 
1991,  thus  making  it  worthwhile  to  continue  our  Blood  Pressure  Clinics.  The  clinics 
are  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  the  month  at  the  Laurel  Towers,  the  second 
Tuesday  of  the  month  at  the  Heritage  Heights  and  the  third  Tuesday  of  the  month 
at  the  Senior  Center.  All  three  clinics  have  a  great  attendance. 

FLU  CLINICS: 

The  annual  flu  clinics  for  the  elderly,  high  risks,  shut-ins  and  nursing  homes  were 
held  in  November  and  December.  Pneumonia  vaccine  was  offered  to  any  of  the 
above  mentioned  persons  for  a  fee  of  $5.00  per  person  who  have  never  received  the 
pneumonia  immunization.  There  were  approximately  2000  persons  immunized  for 
flu,  40  house  calls  were  made  to  shut-ins  for  the  flu  immunization  and  10  house  calls 
for  other  reasons.

The  Saugus  Board  of  Health  held  administrative  hearings  throughout  the  year  to 
emphasize  the  need  for  compliance  in  areas  of  repeated  violations  of  the  State 
Sanitary  Code.  It  appears  that  there  is  an  increased  need  for  contracted  services, 
however,  it  is  an  accepted  practice  not  to  have  food  service  personnel  do  sanitation 
assignments. 

The  Saugus  Board  of  Health  is  also  active  in  areas  of  recycling,  hazardous  materials 
and  site  assignments. 

We  have  addressed  concerns  of  young  people,  our  elderly  and  the  many 
householders  in  Saugus.  We  have  had  to  bear  the  responsibility  of  providing  public 
health  protection  along  the  most  famous  stretch  of  commercial  dining 
establishments  in  Massachusetts.  Certainly  it  has  been  a  challenge  to  provide  such 
public  service.

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SAUGUS   PUBLIC    LIBRARY 


It  is  again  my  privilege  to  submit  herewith  a  brief  report  of 
the  activities  of  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees  for  the  year 
1991. 

1991  began  with  the  installation  of  a  new  Library  Director, 
as  Marjorie  Harrison  Oakes  took  over  the  position  formerly 
held  by  Douglas  Rendell.   Mrs.  Oakes  has  proved  to  be  an 
excellent  replacement  with  an  energetic  and  innovative 
approach  to  the  problems  of  providing  library  services  in 
these  days  of  budget  cutbacks  at  both  local  and  state  levels. 

The  year  also  saw  the  resignation  of  Trustee  Patricia  Noel 
who  moved  to  New  Hampshire.   Her  place  on  the  Board  has  ben 
capably  filled  by  Helen  Whelan,  president  of  the  Friends  of 
the  Saugus  Public  Library. 

We  continue  to  operate  with  one  full  time  and  one  part  time 
position  unfilled  due  to  budget  restrictions.   This  has 
resulted  in  a  reduction  in  hours  which  the  library  can  be 
kept  open.   As  previously  indicated,  it  is  the  number  one 
priority  of  the  Trustees  that  these  positions  be  filled  as 
soon  as  finances  will  allow. 

1991  saw  the  installation  of  a  FAX  machine  which  has  proved 
to  be  invaluable  in  quickly  obtaining  information  for  our 
patrons  from  our  sister  libraries  and  from  the  Boston  Public 
Library. 

We  also  added  several  additional  CL-CAT  terminals  allowing  a 
larger  number  of  patrons  to  simultaneously  search  for 
materials  available  here  in  Saugus  and  in  the  other  libraries 
of  the  NOBLE  system. 
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As  an  additional  public  service  the  Children's  Room,  which  is 
not  open  on  Monday  mornings,  was  made  available  on  Mondays 
during  February,  March  and  April  to  tax  aides  from  the 
American  Association  of  Retired  Persons,  who  provided  free 
income  tax  assistance  to  Saugus  senior  citizens. 

Two  major  acquisitions  of  video  cassettes  were  made  when  "The 
Voyage  of  Columbus:  was  donated  by  the  Saugus  Bank  &  Trust 
Co.,  the  Saugus  Cooperative  Bank  and  the  Saugus  Credit  Union; 
and  the  Ken  Burns  series  on  the  Civil  War  was  donated  by  the 
Friends  of  the  Library.   In  addition  we  received  numerous 
gifts  of  books  in  memory  of  friends  and  family  members.   A 
bequest  of  $5,000  was  received  from  the  estate  of  M.  Pearl 
Peterson,  the  income  of  which  is  specified  for  the  purchase 
of  books.   Three  new  clocks  were  purchased  by  the  Friends  of 
the  Library  with  funds  donated  to  them  in  memory  of  George 
Cakounes,  a  long  time  friend  of  the  library. 

For  some  time  now  it  has  been  evident  that  at  some  point  in 
the  near  future  additional  space  must  be  made  available 
either  through  construction  of  an  addition  to  the  present 
library  or  a  completely  new  structure.   In  order  to  handle 
the  planning  process  in  a  logical  manner,  the  Trustees 
established  a  Committee  of  Long  Range  Planning.   This 
committee  consists  of:

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WHAT  WE  DO  IN  ADDITION  TO  SIGNING  BOOKS  OUT: 

We  plan.  In  the  past  year  we  have  done  a  lot  of  planning  to 
determine  the  Saugus  Public  Library's  future  direction.   The 
Long  Range  Planning  Committee  mentioned  in  the  Trustees' 
Report  has  been  very  active.   In  addition,  staff  members  have 
devised  a  plan  to  minimize  damage  in  case  of  a  disaster  such 
as  fire.   A  third  plan  involves  regular  building  cleaning  and 
maintenance  worked  out  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Another  plan,  one  to  meet  the  requirements  for  the  Americans 
With  Disabilities  Act,  has  been  approved  by  the  Library 
Trustees  and  awaits  incorporation  with  the  town  plan.   We 
are  rearranging  some  furniture  and  bookcases  to  improve 
access  for  those  in  wheel  chairs,  training  staff,  and 
lowering  check  out  desks  and  water  fountains.   The  Library 
already  has  handicapped  parking  spaces,  ramp  access,  delivery 
service  for  homebound  townspeople,  aids  for  reaching  high 
shelves  and  magnifying  small  print  and  large  print  and 
audiocassette  books. 

A  fifth  planning  component  involves  the  materials  townspeople 
can  borrow  from  the  Library.   Once  our  long  range  plan  is 
completed,  the  Library  will  be  eligible  for  state  grant  money 
to  improve  the  Library  collection.   In  cooperation  with  the 
North  of  Boston  Library  Exchange  (NOBLE),  of  which  the 
Library  is  a  member,  the  staff  has  been  systematically 
evaluating  materials  in  various  subject  areas  to  identify 
strengths  and  weaknesses.   We  will  use  grant  money  to 
purchase  materials  to  improve  the  weak  areas.   The  process 
also  involves  determining  the  levels  at  which  we  would  like 
to  maintain  the  collection.   For  instance,  we  would  want  to 
purchase  all  books  available  related  to  Saugus  history,  but 
only  very  basic  books  on  quantum  mechanics.   Our  current  book 
budget  does  not  meet  state  standards  of  13%  of  total  library 
expenditures,  but  we  look  forward  to  an  improving  economy 
which  will  allow  us  increase  the  proportion  of  materials 
we  purchase  and,  thereby,  reap  additional  state  aid  to 
develop  our  collection. 

Our  work  has  been  simplified  greatly  by  the  purchase  of  a 
personal  computer  with  electronic  book  ordering,  word 
processing,  database  and  spread  sheet  software.   As  library 
staff  members  learn  the  many  tasks  made  easier  by  the 
computer,  it  has  become  obvious  that  we  will  soon  need 
others .

Thanks  to  gifts  from  the  Friends  of  the  Saugus  Public  Library 
we  loan  passes  to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Hammond  Castle, 
Essex  Institute  and  the  Museum  of  Science.   The  Library  has 
been  developing  its  popular  collection  of  books  on  cassette 
tape  by  adding  more  unabridged  works.   Commuters,  runners, 
gardeners  and  everyone  who  likes  to  be  read  to  can  enjoy  both 
fiction  and  non-fiction  titles.

WHAT  WE  OWN: 

At  the  end  of  December  1991  we  owned  45,514  items  with  35,636 
different  titles  or  1.78  items  for  each  Saugus  resident. 
Through  the  North  of  Boston  Library  Exchange  (NOBLE)  our 
library  card  holders  have  access  to  over  two  million  items  in 
sixteen  public  and  five  academic  libraries.   Materials  can  be 
located  using  our  automated  catalogs  in  Saugus  and  delivered 
to  the  Saugus  Public  Library  within  three  to  five  days. 
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WHAT  WE  BOUGHT: 

The  Library  added  2,073  new  items  this  year  and  discarded  995 

outdated  and  worn  books.   Science  books,  such  as  those  that 

said  "Some  day  men  will  go  to  the  moon.",  were  discarded. 


LIBRARY  PROGRAMS; 

Sixty  children  registered  for  biweekly  story  time  sessions 
which  began  in  September.  May  1991  saw  125  children  and 
parents  celebrate  the  end  of  story  time  for  the  1990-91  year 
with  the  traditional  May  Pole.   During  1991  the  Looking  Glass 
Theater,  the  Hampstead  Players,  Jennifer  Smith  with 
"Goosebumps" ,  and  Debbie  O'Carroll  entertained  library 
audiences.   We  also  celebrated  Flag  Day  and  the  production  of 
Snow  White  with  the  Library  Drama  Club. 

Of  the  404  who  registered  for  the  summer  reading  program  137 
earned  certificates  for  completing  the  program.   Three 
hundred  and  thirteen  children  participated  in  a  story  and 
craft  program.   Unfortunately,  numbers  had  to  be  limited  to 
35  children  each  week  because  the  Children's  Room  is  so 
small.   Parents  who  were  frustrated  by  our  limitations  have 
supported  a  Fiscal  1993  budget  item  for  an  expanded  summer 
program  in  1992  at  a  larger  site. 

The  library  is  a  meeting  place  for  the  Saugus  Mural 
Committee,  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Saugus  Historical 
Society,  the  Arts  Lottery  Council  and  the  Friends  of  the 
Saugus  Public  Library.   Meetings  can  take  place  only  when  the 
Children's  Room  is  closed  and  the  rest  of  the  Library  open 
since  there  is  no  meeting  room. 

Three  elementary  school  classes  and  a  Girl  Scout  Troop 
visited  the  library  to  learn  about  its  use  and  resources. 

As  mentioned  in  the  Trustees'  Report  we  continue  to  be  short 
staffed.    We  apologize  to  those  who  have  arrived  only  to 
find  the  library  closed.   We  had  to  close  the  library  one 
afternoon  because  we  had  too  few  well  staff  members.

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PLANNING  BOARD 


In  the  calendar  year  1991,  the  Planning  Board  held  22  regular 
meetings,  at  the  usual  meeting  place,  the  Saugus  Senior  Center,  as  well  as 
two  brief  special  meetings  at  the  Town  Hall. 

At  these  meetings,  there  was  a  total  of  29  advertised  public  hearings, 
made  up  o-f  the  -following:  12  Town  Meeting  articles;  2  definitive 
subdivision  plans;  4  Site  Plan  Reviews;  6  extensions  o-f  subdivision 
covenants;  2  changes  o-f  street  names;  1  modi -f  i  cat  i  on  o-f  a  previous 
subdivision/Site  Plan  approval;  1  permit  to  go  back  to  Selectmen  -for  S-2 
zoning  approval;  and  one  hearing  tor  extensive  changes  to  the  Town's 
Subdivision  Rules  &  Regulations. 

O-f  the  definitive  subdivision  applications;  one  was  approved  by  the 
Board,  and  one  disapproved.  Court  appeals  on  both  o-f  these  decisions  have 
now  been  -filed:  on  the  unanimous  approval  o-f  two  buildable  house  lots  on 
Fay  Court,  an  abutter  has  appealed;  on  the  unanimous  disapproval  o-f  38  house 
lots  at  "Birch  Pond  Estates,"  the  owner  has  appealed. 

At  present,  these  are  the  only  active  appeals  o-f  any  decision  made  by 
the  Planning  Board.  An  appeal  o-f  the  Board's  January,  1990,  disapproval  o-f 
the  Bi-f-fin  Court  two-lot  subdivision  was  heard  in  Newburyport  Superior  Court 
on  Jan.  2,  1992,  and  the  judge  decided  in  -favor  o-f  the  Saugus  Planning 
Board. 

The  -four  1991  hearings  under  the  Site  Plan  Review  by-law  were  -for:  1) 
a  6,160  s.t*.  office  addition  at  the  rear  of  the  Hilltop  Restaurant;  2)  a 
new  "Sam's  Store"  to  be  located  west  of  Prankers  Pond,  on  Route  1,  and  to 
have  129,000  s.f.  of  floor  space;  3)  a  2,000  s.f.  rear  addition  to  the  Pet 
Depot  on  Route  1;  and  4)  a  new  Italian-American  club  and  function  hall  with 
5,000  s.f.  of  floor  space  on  two  levels.  These  were  all  approved,  with 
conditions;  in  the  case  of  "Sam's  Store,"  there  were  35  conditions. 
Combined  Site  Plan/subdivision  hearings  were  also  held  on  the  two 
subdivisions  noted  above. 


With  building  permits  still  sharply  down,  the  Town  currently  has 
f  if  teen  subdivisions  approved  to  build,  but  with  roads,  sidewalks,  curbs, 
utilities,  etc.,  yet  to  be  completed.  These  are:  Alberta  Drive  (not  even 
started);  Appleton  Place;  Cherry  St.  extension;  Cornerstone  Estates;  Eric 
Drive  (not  even  started);  Hammersmith  Village  (see  below);  Hanson  Road 
extension;  High  Point  Terrace;  Juniper  Drive;  Oak  Point;  Patel  Drive;  Still 
Drive;  Valeri  Drive;  Wall  St.,  where  Sam's  Store  will  be  located  <not  even 
started);  and  the  Woodlands.  These  sites  must  be  constantly  inspected  by 
our  engineer,  and  many  covenants  extended  to  allow  the  developers  more  time. 
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The  Town  has  received  word  that  Hammersmith  Village,  on  Essex  St.,  is 
now  owned  by  the  Shawmut  Bank.  U)i  th  roads,  utilities,  etc.,  not  completed, 
we  have  met  with  people  -from  Diversified  Properties  of  Boston,  who  will  now 
manage  this  subdivision.  Nearly  90  o-f  about  130  lots  have  not  yet  been 
sold,  so  the  impact  o-f  this  subdivision  is  not  yet  known. 

During  1991,  many  other  matters  were  handled  by  the  Board  which  did 
not  require  public  hearings.  Among  these  were  10  "Subdivision  Approvals  not 
Required"  divisions  o-f  land,  two  preliminary  subdivision  plans,  many  lot  and 
fund  releases  -for  ongoing  subdivisions,  and  many,  many  "in-formal 
discussions"  about  -future  uses  o-f  property  all  over  town.  Among  these  last 
were  five  meetings  with  various  people  from  New  England  Development  -  who 
have  yet  to  take  out  a  building  permit,  but  are  still  attending  to  numerous 
preliminary  details  of  the  "mall  upgrading".  This  encourages  the  Board  to 
feel  there  is  some  progress! 

The  Town's  Subdivision  Rules  &  Regulations  had  a  very  careful,  lengthy 
major  overhaul  in  1991,  and  a  new  "green  book"  selling  for  $10  replaces  the 
old  "yellow  book"  written  in  1981. 

The  Board  continues  to  operate  out  of  its  third-floor  office  in  Town 
Hall,  where  we  now  even  have  a  new  electronic  typewriter  after  years  of 
using  hand-me-downs.  Our  clerk,  Beverly  Belmonte,  and  our  engineering 
consultant,  Jim  Sotiros,  continue  to  work  well  with  the  Board.  A  new 
member,  Christine  Wilson,  joined  the  Board  in  June,  when  Ralph  Penney  moved 
from  Saugus,  and  in  late  December,  our  first  Associate  Member,  Eric  Brown, 
was  appointed  to  fill  in  for  any  member  who  is  away,  ill,  or  has  a  conflict 
of  interest  on  any  Site  Plan  Review  application.

for  follow  up  or  because  of  the  seriousness  of  the  crime. 

although  bci  investigated  four  child  and  sexual  abuse  cases  the  majority 
of  these  cases  are  referred  to  the  juvenile  inspector  who  submits  a  separate 
report.  cases  investigated  by  the  juvenile  inspector  are  not  included  in  this 

DOCUMENT. 
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Although  the  case  load  and  solve  rate  for  Bureau  Criminal  Investigations 
(BCI)  declined  slightly  in  1991  in  comparison  to  1989-1990  it  still  far 
exceeded  the  case  load  of  1987  and  1988.  (See  attached  chart). 

Several  of  the  larcenies  recorded  in  this  report  Involve  organ- 
ized criminal  rings  such  as  thefts  by  credit  card,  fraudulant  check 
scams,  white  collar  crimes  such  as  bank  fraud,  construction  and  real 
estate  scams  and  the  like.  These  type  of  crimes  require  extensive  invest- 
igatory hours.  In  just  one  case  of  real  estate  mortgage  fraud  hundreds  of 
pages  of  depositions  had  to  be  read  and  studied  before  the  assigned  investi- 
gator could  even  begin  his  investigation.  We  dread  seeing  these  type  of 
crimes  reported  for  investigation  because  of  the  many  man  hours  they  require 
thereby  taking  the  investigator  away  from  other  cases  needing  attention 
for  days  at  a  time. 

Please  note  the  rise  in  drug  violations  in  1991.  I  have  seen  a  steady 
rise  in  reported  drug  violations.  We  have  received  many  reports  of  locations 
and  persons  dealing  drugs.  Many  of  these  go  uninvistigated  because  of  the 
many  hours  of  surveillance  and  investigation  required.  However  there  have 
been  some  arrests  for  the  passing  of  counterfeit  scripts  at  drug  stores 
and  also  as  a  result  of  search  warrants.  As  a  result  of  one  investigation 
we  confiscated  a  late  model  vehicle  with  only  13000  miles  for  departmental 
use.  Ve  also  have  an  older  model  low  mileage  vehicle  Impounded  as  a  result 
of  another  drug  investigation.  This  vehicle  has  not  yet  been  awarded  to 
the  department  as  the  case  is  still  pending.  The  defendant  is  fighting  the 
the  seizure  in  the  courts. 

The  BCI  still  provides  many  of  the  auxiliary  and  supportive  functions 
for  the  rest  of  the  department.  Some  of  these  include  attending  detective 
meetings,  multi  jurisdictional  task  force  meetings,  crime  prevention 
meetings,  training  seminars  and  also  assist  other  authorities  and  juris- 
dictions in  their  investigations  whenever  necessary.  Detectives  also 
fingerprint  and  photograph  prisoners  as  does  the  patrol  force  when 
dectectives  are  not  in   police  station.  There  were  more  prisoners  photographed 
during  1991  than  in  any  prior  year.  Detectives  process  all  civilian  residents 
needing  fingerprints  taken  for  security  clearance  employment,  provide 
backup  for  patrol  units  when  necessary  and  photograph  and  process  crime 
scenes . 
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A  critical  problem  occupying  far  too  much  time  is  the  clerical  work  being 
done  by  police  detectives.  Time  is  being  utilized  typing  reports  on  there 
investigations  which  there  are  many.  Fingerprint  cards  have  to  be  filled  out 
with  the  defendant's  booking  information.  Saugus  print  cards  have  to  be 
filed  and  State  Police  Cards  have  to  be  filled  out  with  the  same  information 
and  sent  or  taken  to  State  Police  Headquarters  in  Boston.  Because  of  the 
time  factor  involved  as-well  as  man  power  shortage  I  have  stopped  sending 
FBI  cards  to  Washington  DC  except  in  the  more  serious  felonies .. Prisoners 
photographs  (mug  shots)  have  to  processed  and  filed.  Material  has  to  be 
prepared  and  handouts  assembled  for  detectives  meetings.  The  difficult 
part  is  trying  to  get  all  the  above  accomplished  in  between  the  interupt- 
ions  caused  by  numerous  incoming  business  phone  callsto  the  BCI  unit  members. 
1  have  discussed  the  possibility  of  a  secretary  for  the  detectives  unit 
with  the  Chief.  1  really  believe  that  a  secretary  would  greatly  enhance 
the  efficiency  of  the  unit.  My  goal  as  commanding  officer  is  to  have  invest- 
igators spend  more  hoursin  the  street  detecting  crime  than  to  have  them 
in  the  station  the  majority  of  the  time  doing  reports  and  clerical  work. 
A  secretary  or  clerk  would  solve  this  problem.  I  have  researched  other 
departments  and  found  that  it  works  for  them.  If  this  were  to  come  to  be 
then  more  time  could  be  spent  on  the  drug  hot  spots.  We  could  also  do  more 
surveillance  and  investigation  on  car  thefts  and  house  breaks  which  are 
at  a  very  high  rate.  As  Commanding  Officer  of  BCI  I  find  it  noc  only 
frustrating  but  rediculous  and  extremly  inefficient  to  have  trained  police 
investigators  doing  clerical  work  when  this  could  be  done  by  civilian 
personnell. 

Attached  to  this  report  is  a  chart  indicating  the  case  load,. 
cases  solved,  and  the  percentage  rate  of  cases  solved  over  the  last  five 
years.

ELECTRICAL  MAINTENANCE  SEWER 

FORESTRY  &  PARKS  MOTOR  VEHICLE  MAINTENANCE 

Administration: 

This  department  has  the  responsibility  of  making  the  payroll  for 
all  the  Public  Works  employees,  which  totals  34  people.   This  staff  also 
takes  care  of  all  citizens  complaints  and  coordinates  them  with  the 
Public  Works  yard  and  the  complaints  are  carried  out.   They  also  take 
care  of  water  and  sewer  billing.   There  are  approximately  8,100  acc- 
ounts and  7,900  of  them  have  outside  readers  to  make  readings  easier  and 
quicker.   These  bills  are  sent  out  semi-annually.   The  bills  are  sent 
out  semi-annually.   The  meters  are  read  in  February  and  again  in 
August.   It  is  5  weeks  before  bills  are  sent  out  from  the  time  they  are 
read  to  being  mailed.   There  are  constantly  homes,  condos  and  apartments 
that  are  being  sold,  which  means  that  sewer  and  water  bills  have  to  be 
updated  and  transfers  made  to  the  new  owners.   The  billing  is  now  done 
on  a  new  computer  system  which  will  hopefully  make  billing  more  accurate. 
This  office  is  responsible  for  processing  and  paying  bills  for  small 
Public  Works  projects  as  well  as  capital  improvement  projects  which  also 
includes  the  School  Department.   This  office  is  streamlined   and  staffed 
with  2  responsible  people  Joan  Hynes  and  Barbara  Cimmino.   They  handle 
snow  plowing  and  sanding  problems  during  the  winter  months.  They  are 
involved  with  water  and  sewer  abatements  and  assessments.   Setting  up 
new  sewer  accounts  and  deleting  old  water  and  sewer  accounts 

When  snow  plowing  operations  are  in  effect  Mrs.  Hynes  is  in  charge  of  all 
time  cards  when  contractors  arrive  at  the  Public  Works  Yard.   She  makes 
sure  they  all  punch  in  and  punch  out  and  processes  all  bills  for 
snowplowing.     She  does  an  excellent  job  in  this  area. 

BUILDING  MAINTENANCE: 

This  department  is  responsible  for  maintaining  thirteen  public  build- 
ings and  eight  school  buildings. 

TOWn  HALL  -  Minor  work  was  done, floor  tiles,  air-conditioners  were 
installed,  ceiling  in  the  Auditorium  was  completely  done  over. 
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AMERICAN  LEGION  BUILDING  -  Minor  carpentry  work  was  done,  windows 
caulked,  and  minor  electrical  work. 

D. A. V.   Minor  electrical  work  and  carpentry  was  done. 

MAIN  LIBRARY  -  Minor  electrical  work  and  carpentry  was  done. 

POLICE  STATION  -  Police  Chief's  office  was  done  over  wallpaper,  etc. also, 
minor  electrical  and  carpentry  work  done. 

MAIN  FIRE  STATION  -  Minor  -carpentry  and  electrical  work  was  done. 

ESSEX  STREET  FIRE  STATION  -  Minor  electrical  and  carpentry  was  done  as 
well  as  some  painting. 

MAIN  SEWER  STATION  -  Minor  elecrical  and  plumbing  was  done. 

STACKPOLE  FIELD  -  Both  club  houses  had  electrical  and  carpentry  work 
done  also,  aluminum  bleachers  were  repaired,  as  well  as  some  repairs  on 
the  wooden  bleachers. 

PUBLIC  WORKS  BUILDING  -  Minor  work  done  carpentry,  electrical ,  another 
new  door  was  installed  at  one  of  the  bay's. 

SENIOR  CENTER  -  Repairs  on  the  gutters  were  completed,  minor  electrical 
and  carpentry  work  was  done. 

VETERANS  MEMORIAL  SCHOOL  -  Many  ceiling  tiles  were  replaced,  as  well  as 
tiles  on  the  gym  floor.  Many  lights  and  ballasts  were  replaced.  Minor 
plumbing  work  clogged  drains,  tcilet,  flushometors. 

SAUGUS  HIGH  SCHOOL  -  Many  ceiling  tiles  were  replaced,  mostly  due  to 
vandalism.  There  was  minor  plumbing  work  as  well  as  ballasts  lights 
that  were  replaced. 

LYNNHURST  SCHOOL  -  Minor  carpentry  and  electrical  work  was  done. 

OAXLANDVALE  SCHOOL  -  Minor  electrical  and  carpentry  work  was  done,  many 
lights  and  ballasts. 

WAYBRIGHT  SCHOOL  -  Minor  carpentry  and  electrical  work  was  done. 

EVANS  SCHOOL  -  Minor  carpentry  and  electrical  was  done. 

BALLARD  SCHOOL  -  This  school  had  another  classroom  made  in  the  basement, 
it  was  done  to  everyones  satisfaction.   Also,  minor  electrical  and  car- 
pentry work  was  done. 

MIDDLE  SCHOOL  -  A  new  pump  motor  was  installed  in  the  boiler  room  at  the 
Middle  School.   Many  ballasts  and  lights  were  replaced  and  carpentry  work 
done  through  out  the  building. 

ADMINISTRATION  BUILDING  -  There  was  minor  electrical  work  done. 
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FORESTRY  DEPARTMENT  -  This  department  is  staffed  by  two  people, 
William  Vatcher  is  the  fore  man  and  Mr.  Wendell  his  assistant,  they  are 
both  tree  climbers  and  are  quite  capable  doing  tree  work.   There  were 
approximately  30  big  trees  taken  down  by  outside  contractors  with  town 
help.   There  were  approximately  35  trees  taken  down  by  our  own  department. 
Many  trees  were  trimmed  and  pruned  this  year.   Also,  many  stumps  were 
grounded  out.   This  year  many  trees  were  cut  down  because  of  age.   There 
should  be  a  replacement  of  trees,  the  town  is  losing  many  trees. 

PARKS  DEPARTMENT  -  This  department  is  staffed  by  three  people,  Mr.  Stack, 
foreman,  Mr.  Penachio  and  Mr.  Vater.   They  are  responsible  for  maintaining 
200  acres  of  parks.   They  coordinate  with  the  School  Department  and  Mr. 
Genolfi  in  particular  for  activities  such  as  football,  baseball,  softball, 
soccer,  field  hockey,  also  the  Park  Department  coordinates  with  Pop  Warner 
football,  Babe  Ruth  Baseball  National  and  American  leagues  softball  leagues 
and  soccer  leagues  over  35  womens  softball. 

SEWER  DEPARTMENT  -  This  department  has  three  men  to  maintain  nearly  one 
hundred  sixty  miles  of  sewer  main,  one  main  sewer  station  that  pumps 
minimum  3.5  million  to  15  gallons  a  day.   Also,  ther  are  six  sub-Stations. 
Mr.  Bourgeois  is  the  foreman  with  .Mr.  Di  Nocco  as  the  sewer  station  operator 
with  Mr.  Nuzzo  as  the  assistant.   The  Sub-Stations  are  checked  and  main- 
tained every  day  as  well  as  the  main  station.   There  is  flushing  on  sewer 
lines  on  a  continuing  bases.   This  department  also  assist  in  storm  drains 
when  they  need  to  be  flushed  and  cleaned.   There  were  several  new  sewer 
connections  made  at  the  sidewalk,  lines  were  blocked  because  cf  tree  roots, 
at  Shore  Road,  Greys tone  Road  and  School  Street. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT  -  This  department  is  staffed  by  four  people,  Mr.  Parks, 
General  Foreman,  Mr.  Waugh  acting  Water  Foreman,  Mr.  Capone  and  Mr. 
3arressi.   There  are  approximately  one-hundred  sixty-five  miles  cf  water 
main  to  maintain,  as  well  as  eithty  one  hundred  dwellings  with  water  met- 
ers. .There  is  nearly  4  million  gallons  of  water  consumed  daily  in  Saucus . 
There  are  975  hydrants  to  be  maintained.   Water  meter  readings  are  done 
twice  a  year.   There  are  many  calls  for  water  turn  on  and  offs.   Leaking 
metera  are  a  continuing  problem  as  well  as  water  breaks.   This  past  year 
there  were  twentyfive  water  breaks.   Contractors  had  to  be  vatched  for 
water  main  installations  on  Myrtle  St.,  Mr.  Vernon,  Lindwood  Street,  and 
Laurel  Street  this  area  had  very  poor  water  pressure  for  fire  fighting  and 
domestic  use.   It  was  replaced  with  8"  ductile  pipe.   This  was  another 
busy  year  for  the  Water  Department. 

MOTOR  VEHICLE  MAINTENANCE  -  This  department  is  made  up  of  two  men,  the 
the  foreman  Mr.  Morelli  and  his  assistant  Mr.  Blasingame.   They  are 
responsible  for  all  the  maintenance  on  all  Public  Works  vehicles,  such 
as  oil  changes,  maintenance  of  front-end  loaders  rrra^fir  trucks, also  tires/ 
transmissions,  clutches,  body  work  and  paint  jobs.  They  are  responsible 

for  forty  four  pieces  of  equipment. 

CUSTODIANS  -  There  are  two  men  involved  v»:*th  custodial  duties  at  the 
Town  Hall  and  Police  Station.   They  are  Mr.  Johnson  and  Mr.  Hewlett. 
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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  -  This  department  is  made  up  of  four  men.   Mr.  Small 
is  the  foreman,  Mr.  Cardalisco,  Mr.  Ficociello,  and  .-'.r.  Fitzgerald. 
This  department  is  responsible  for  street  signs  and  all  signs  that  need 
to  be  posted.   These  -.:ijns  are  requested  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Police  Department,  Fir**  Department  and  School  Department.   Painting 
crosswalks,  center  lines,  triangles  throughout  the  town.   Fill  pot 
holes  where  needed,  sweeping  of  streets.   Also,  coordinate  the  cleaning 
of  catch  basins  with  the  contractor  This  past  year  more  repair  of 
sidewalk  work  was  done.   During  the  winter  this  department  is  respon- 
sible for  sanding  and  plowing,  putting  out  approximately  120  sand  barr- 
els where  needed  throughout  the  town. 

ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT  -  This  department  is  headed  by  v,jt.  Philip 
Randazzo  and  his  assistant  Mr.  DiFonzo.    *•  "»ra  work  is  as  follows: 

1.  Updating  and  maintaining  the  assessors  plans- of  the  town. 

2 .  Updating  the  zoning  maps . 

3.  Supply  information  to  surveuprs  concerning  street  lines  and  lots. 

4.  General  engineering  inquiries. 

5.  Reproduction  of  plans. 

6.  Supply  information  and  location  of  water  and  sewer  services. 

7.  Prepare  a  graphic  picture  of  zoning  article  changes. 

8.  Supervised  and  monitored  the  water  main  installation  on 
Lincoln  Avenue  and  Fairview  Avenue. 

9.  Supervised  and  monitore  sidewalk  project  on  Intervale  Street. 

10.  This  deoartment  also  draws  plans  and  gets  quantities  and  specific- 
ations of  all  jobs  such  as  water  main  installations,  sidewalks, 
drains,  and  resurfacing  of  streets.   This  department  works  very 
with  the  Public  Works  for  many  requests. 

In  total  1991  was  a  fair  year  considering  the  fiscal  situation.   The 
Public  Works  was  able  to  maintain  the  services  needed  for  the  town. 
Mr.  Collins  the  town  manager  and  Mr.  Cardillo  have  been  very  support- 
ive of  Public  Works.   However,  we  still  need  personnel  and  more 
eauioment.

The  Saugus  Public  Schools  opened  with  a  staggered  time  -for  all  levels.   Grade 
1-5,  Grade  6,  Grade  9  started  Wednesday,  September  4,  1991.   All  other  grades 
started  Thursday,  September  5,  1991,  and  by  Friday  all  grades  were  in 
attendance.   The  Kindergarten  classes  had  their  A.M.  and  P.M.  Orientation 
schedule  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  and  by  Friday  they  also  were  in  class.   By 
Monday,  September  9,  1991  our  enrollment  of  3286  students  were  in  attendence, 
bus  scheduling  was  on  target  and  our  Special  Needs  department  was  also  on 
schedule.  The  Ballard  School  was  kept  on  an  8:30  a.m.  -  2:30  p.m.  schedule 
because  o-f  the  heavy  traffic  -flow  on  Ballard  Street  and  Dudley  Street.  This  has 
proved  to  be  very  satisfactory  for  the  parents  of  the  students  as  this  is  a 
"walking"  school  and  busing  is  not  involved  in  this  area. 

Restructuring/Integration  at  the  Bel monte  Middle  School  level  was  in  effect  and 
teachers  worked  very  hard  to  accomplish  the  "integration  or  main-streaming" 
concept  of  teaching  students.   Anthony  DeMatteo  was  appointed  the  Coordinator  of 
Integration  and  set  up  workshops  to  help  with  the  direction  the  middle  school 
should  be  heading  in. 

In  October  the  FY-1992/93  Budget  requests  were  sent  to  all  principals  and 
department  heads  for  preparation. 

The  systemwide  roof  ing /repair  program  was  90/£  completed  and  should  be  all 
finished  before  winter  arrives.  This  improvement  program  for  the  school s  has 
been  a  good  program  after  many  years  of  "patch"  work. 

In  November-election  of  School  Committee  Members  brought  back  three  (3) 
incumbents  and  two  (2)  new  members.   The  School  Committee  members  for  1991-1993 
are:

Contract  negotiations  will  start  shortly  and  be  ongoing  for  most  of  this  year  of 
1991/92. 

In  December  the  systemwide  grades  had  one  (1)  day  off  because  of  inclement 
weather.  Limited  purchases  were  granted  for  up-dating  of  supplies  with  emphasis 
on  being  frugal .  Our  systemwide  computer  program  has  been  very  rewarding 
especially  at  the  elementary  level.   This  level  has  become  quite  knowledgable 
and  adept  on  the  computer. 

During  the  winter  months  the  weather  continued  to  be  in  our  favor  as  iar   as 
cal 1 ing  off  school . 
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The  calendary  -for  FY-1992/93  was  approved  by  the  School  Committee  and  readied 
■for  distribution. 

All  school  activities  are  being  fulfilled  and  completed  on  a  schedule  as 
previously  planned  -for  the  end-of-the-year  wind-down. 

Town  Meeting  passed  and  accepted  the  School  Budget  -for  FY-1992/93.   We  thank 
them  al  1  . 

High  School  graduation  was  held  on  Sunday,  June  7,  1992-it  was  a  hot  and  humid 
day  but  no  rain  and  al  1  went  wel  1  . 

The  usual  inventory  taking,  up-dating  o-f  records  and  the  many  end  of  the  year 
duties  are  being  completed  as  the  last  day  of  school  will  be  June  19,  1992. 

Two  sad  notes  -for  this  year  were  the  death  o-f  William  Regan,  an  English  teacher 
at  the  high  school  after  a  fight  with  cancer  and  the  bicycling  accident  of  Jack 
Waka  during  the  summer  of  1991  which  left  him  paralyzed  from  the  neck  down. 
Hopefully  Jack  will  make  some  progress  in  time. 

The  Early  Release  schedule  for  teacher  workshops  has  been  a  great  help  in 
structuring  classroom  teaching  for  the  up-grading  of  new  systems. 

Also,  after  much  parental  input,  lengthy  discussions  and  "watching"  the  budget, 
the  Committee  decided  to  house  two  (2)  fifth  grade  classes-from  the  Ballard 
School -at  the  Veterans  Memorial  School  because  of  crowding  and  an  enlarged 
enrollment  in  the  Ballard  area. 

These  two  (2)  classrooms  will  be  moved  "intact"  which  means  that  the  two  fifth 
grade  teachers  will  also  move  with  their  students  so  that  continuity  will 
prevail  . 

The  other  option  was  the  installation  of  two  (2)  portable  classrooms  on  the 
school  grounds.   This  would  have  diminished  the  play  area  as  Ballard  School  has 
a  smaller  yard  than  other  elementary  schools.
